"The submarine U-29 has not returned 
from its last cruise. According to a re- 
port of the British admiralty of March 
26 this vessel with her crew was sent 
to the bottom. 
She therefore must be 
regarded as lost."

Mt. Stelze's Address. 


In the course of his noonday address 
in Fort Wayne Mr. Stelzle said: 


"In 1800 seven persons out of ever>' 
hundred were members of the Protest- 
ant church; in 1850 fifteen out of every 
hundred; in 1870 seventeen out of every 
hundred; in 1880 twenty out of every 
hundred; in 1890 
twenty-two out of 
eviery hundred; in 1900 twenty-four out 
of every hundred, and in 1910 there were 
also twenty-four out of every hundred." 
From 1900 to 1910 the population of the 
United States increased .21 per cent.; 
during the same period the Protestaiit

New Chapter of the French 
Official War Review 
is Issued. 


London, March 
27.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—The eightth 
installment of the French official review 
of the war, previous chapters of which 
have been given 
by 
the 
Associated 
Press, takes up the German iosses of 
officers, the wastage of guns and pro- 
jectiles, and "the moral wastage of the 
German army." 
The chapter on losses 
of officers begins with the 
statemeni 
that the condition of the cadets or basic 
organisation in the German army is bad. 


The proportion of officers and nota- 
bly of officers by profession, has been 
enormously reduced, it says, and a re- 
port made in December showed that in 
a total of 124 companies, active or re- 
serve, there were only 49 officers of the 
active 
army. 
The 
active 
regiments 
have at the present time, according to 
the review, an average of twelve pro- 
fessional officers, the reserve regimenrs, 
9 to, 10, the reserve regiments of new 
formation, 6 to 7, and it is to be re- 
membered that these officers have to be 
drawn upon afresh for the creation of 
new units.' 


"If Germany creates new army corps 
and if the war lasts ten months," it 
continues, "she will reduce almost 
to 
nothing the number of professional of- 
ficers in each regiment, a number which 
already is very insufficient." 


The French report Points out that on 
the other hand the i'rench regiments 
have been constantly kept at a mini- 
mum figure of 18 professional officers 
per regiment. 
At the same time it ad- 
mits that the commanders of German 
corps, commanders _€>f active battalions, 
and the officers attached to the com- 
manders of army corps,, are officers by 
profession.

The Expected Happens. 


There was little occasion for surprise in the verdict retvirned by 
the federal court jury at Indianapolis in which it declared the 
twenty-seven Terre Haute defendants on trial guilty of conspiracy 
to corrupt the election in November last. It was the expected that 
happened. Indeed, in the light of evidence adduced as related by 
the newspaper reports of the sensational case, the general public 
would have been amazed at any other outcome. 
Whether the de- 
fendants themselves had any real hope of a verdict of different sort 
after they realized the network of evidence District Attorney Dailey 
had drawn about them is seriously to be doubted. They must have 
themselves seen the handwriting on the wall and felt in the very 
air the certainty that the verdict would be one of conviction. 


Naturally there will be motions for new trials, appeals and 
other legal artifices which skilled attorneys can bring to intervene 
in ,the^interest of their clients, but their efficacy in the present case 
remains to be seen. The twenty-seven who pleaded not guilty and 
protested their innocence of wrong-doing in the face of evidence o£ 
the most damning character must now join the eighty-nine others 
who admitted guilt and report to Judge Anderson, who, under the 
federal court practice, must determine the penalty to be meted out 
for their wrong-doing. It was the province of the jury to find on 
the question of guilt or innocence alone. 


The case attained unusual attentioii not alone by reason of the 
despicable political crookedness and fraud perpetrated at the elec- 
tion in Terre Haute, but from the fact that men of prominence—the 
mayor of the city, the judge of the circuit court and the sheriff of 
the county among them—were shoAvn to have been ring leaders in 
the ruthless methods that halted at no extremity to accomplish de- 
sired ends. The revelations stunned by their magnitude and by the 
audacity of the evil practices. We do not believe it was even sus- 
pected in other portions of the state that such a condition of affairs 
prevailed anywhere in Indiana. 


' There will be no disposition to exult over the personal downfall 
of the convicted men. Deserving as they arc of punishment that irs 
now ipade certain, the feeling for these men, many of whom have 
held exalted positions and occupied high place in public esteem and 
confidence, will be rather one of pity at the prostitution «f 
principle and the sacrifice of honesty and self-respect. It is 
in the value of example to the state at large that the real bene- 
fits of the trial will come. It will have a wholesome deterrent effect 
upon others who may be inspired to crookedness of like character. 
No crowd will hereafter be foolhardy enough to attempt anything' 
like an adoption of similar methods. Happily such conditions arc 
not prevalent in Indiana. Happily, too, they do not reflect the gen- 
eral character of Terre Haute citizenry. Both that city and the 
state at large is to be congratulated upon the radical use of the 
surgeon's knife in the elimination of this malignant growth from 
the political system of the state.

Taking the 
affected states as they come, and judg- 
ing them from their past performances 
it may be said that six are to be count- 
ed on' as democratic—Arizona, Florida 
Missouri, Texas, Virginia and 
Missis- 
sippi. Other states now represented by 
democratic senators whose terms expire 
in 1917 are West Virginia, Nebraska 
Main», Indiana, Tennessee, 
Marj'land, 
Ncvi' Jersey, :Montana, New York, Ne- 
vada and Ohio. The senate is theoreti- 
cally renewed every six years, one-third 
of the terms expiring every two years. 
It will be interesting to compare tlio 
makeup of the senate after March, 1917 
with the senate of the Roosevelt and 
Taft administrations. 
Comparison even 
between that body and the one now in 
oflSce shows great changes. 


The name of Mr. Kern of Indiana 
probably leads the list 
of important 
democratic 
senators whose terms are 
soon to be contested. Other party work 
ers confronted by the same problem 
are: Bryan, Florida; Chilton, West Vir- 
ginia; Lee, Maryland; 
Martine, New 
Jersey; Gorman, New York; Pomerene 
Ohio, and John Sharp Williams, Missis- 
sippi. 
The republican list includes sev- 
eral names Avhich recall old "stalwart' 
days. Chief among these is that of 
Follette, not of the "old guard," how- 
ever.

The early days of April are crowded 
with civil war anniversaries. The groat 
conflict began in April, the firing on 
Fort Sumter having taken place on the 
12th of that month in 1861 and the 
evacuation on the 14th. 
On the 15tt 
President Lincoln issued a call for 75,- 
000 volunteers for three months' serv- 
ice, and though he may have thought 
that the difficulty between north and 
south would not be settled by the end 
of that time, even he. It may be safely 
asserted, did not dream that 
bloody 
strife would continue for four years 
and the union army 
of 75,000 
men 
grow into one of many hundreds ol 
thousands. 


Not so many memorable battles took 
place in April as in some other months 
but it was on the 6th and 7th of April 
in 1862, that the armies met at Shiloh 
and one of the bloodieat conflicts oi 
the war was fought, the first in which 
very large bodies of troops were en- 
gaged. A wave of horror went over th( 
country as the losses became gradually 
known, and the country came to know 
more emphatically than before 
wha< 
war meant. 
New Orleans was captured 
on April 25, 1862, and the Fort PilloM». 
massacrc was on April 12, 1864. 


Events prosscd closely 
upon 
each 
other in April, 1865, half a century ago. 
Sheridan's operations against Lee were 
bringing the war to a close. The bat- 
tle of Five Forks was fought on March 
31 and April 1. 
Petersburg was car- 
ried by assault on April 2. 
Richmond 
was evacuated on April 2 and Lee's 
surrender at Appomattox took place on 
April 9. 


The entire north was full of rejoicing 
that the long struggle had ended, and 
the great mass of southerners was no 
doubt relieved that peace had at last 
arrived. 
Then, on April 14, came the 
great calamity, the assassination 
oi 
Lincoln, and all events paled into in« 
significance beside it. 
To the peopU 
who sorrowed it seemed that 
in liif 
death the good results of the war had 
been lost. 
Because of that death April 
14 has become a sacred 
anniversary 
one that so overshadows all others ol 
the month that they are often forgot- 
ten.

Washington, D. C., Apri? .j.—Officials 
of the department of labbr are discov- 
ering that a good many diiiiieulties pre- 
sent themselves in conncction with thl 
solution of the iincniploymcnt problem 
The work of fiolution is well in hand 
however, and it i-s expectcd that the 
crop year 1915 will afford many oppor- 
timities for the government to render 
important aid botlu to the employers of 
labor and to those whom they employ. 


Spccial attention is being paid to the 
situation 
in the rural districts, 
and 
that means much with relation to the 
wheat harvest. 
It has been estimated 
that not 25 per cent, of the men abso- 
lutely necessary in the Avlieat belt at 
hilrvcst time could 
find 
employment 
tlicre during llie rest of the year. More- 
over, it would be difTieult for the farm- 
ers to calculate far in advance the ex- 
act number of men that would be re- 
quired to get in the crops. The result is 
that the oflTicials in charge of the new 
federal employment bureau will be re- 
quired to deal with a great arm,y of 
laborers, called to work for a short time 
and then compelled to disband, if the 
cxperiencc of former years is to be re- 
peated at this time.

Under the usual conditions a host of 
men passes annually 
from 
northern 
!^^oxico into Texas, working its way, as 
the season advances, northwArd to the 
Dakotas and Minnesota, 
and even into 
Canada. 
This army, however, is only 
a nucleus; for it contains fewer than 
half of the men required 
at 
harvest 
time. 
The remainder must be rccniited 
from the outside, a ra-tber difficult mat- 
ter when it is remembered that not ev- 
ery man in search of work is fitted for 
the harvest field. The question of trans- 
portation also complicates the situation 
to some extent.

New Chapter of the French 


Official War Review 


is Issued. 


London, March 27.—(Correspondence 


of the Associated Press.)—The eightth 
installment of the French official review 
of the war, previous chapters of which 
have been_ given 
by 
the 
Associated 


Press, takes up the German losses of 
officers, the wastage of guns and pro- 
jectiles, and "the moral wastage of the 
German army." 
The chapter on losses 


of officers begins with the statement 
that the condition of the cadets or basic 
organization in the German army, is bad. 


The proportion of officers and nota- 


bly of officers by profession, has been 
enormously reduced, it says, and a re- 
port made in December showed that in 
a total of 124 companies, active or re- 
serve, there were only 49 officers of the 
active array. 
The 
active regiments 


have at the present time, according to 
the review, an average of twelve pro- 
fessional officers, the reserve rcgimenrss 
9 to 10. the reserve regiments of new- 
formation, 6 to 7, and it is to be re- 
membered that these officers have to be 
drawn upon afresh for the creation of 
new units. 


"If Germany creates new army corps 


and _ if the war lasts ten months," it 
continues, "she will reduce almost to 
nothing the number of professional of- 
ficers in each regiment, a number which 
already is very insufficient." 


The French report points out that on 


tne other hand the French regiments 
have been constantly kept at a mini- 
mum figure of IS professional officers 
per regiment. At, the same, time it ad- 
mits that tne commanders of German 
corps, commanders of- active battalion, 
and thn officers attached to the com' 
manders of army corps, are officers hv 
profession.

Efficiency, the very keystone of tha 


caiser's army, has enabled about 73 to 
5 per cent, of the Ueruiau wounded to 
>e healed quickly and rushed back tj 
he trenches for more lighting. 


They boast that their wounded aro 
ut into lighting trim axain much quick- 
er than iu the case of the French, Eug- 
ish or Russian armies. 


The most important, among oth- 


er factors, is the German's method 
of restoring full motion to soldiers 
crippled by shot and shell. 
This 


system of prophylactic orthopedics 
(mechanical methods for preventing 
deformities) has advanced further 
in Germany than it has in other 
countries. 
Twenty-four medical mechanical in- 


stitutions arc at the service of thu mil- 
itary 
authorities, 
and 
arrangements 


mvo been made with 107 health resorts 
for the after treatment of the wounded 
and sick. 


The picture above shows a riding ma- 


chine which enables tho wounded cav- 
alry man to accustom himself to riding 
while his wounds are healing, so that 
he is ready for service immediately on 
his discharge from the hospital. 


Iu the picture at the top is shown ap- 


paratus used in German hospitals to 
give wounded soldiers passive motion 
and vibration, so that when their hurts 
arc healed they aro in condition to re- 
turn to the trendies at once. The pic- 
ture to the left shows exercising ma- 
chines which are used to keep active 
soldiers from becoming "stale" while 
undergoing treatment in the hospital.

For the last few 
days David Stout, county clerk, and his 
deputies, have been kept busy search- 
ing marriage records for proof of marri- 
ages so the same can be forwarded to 
the department at Washington. Where 
a pensioner has been married four or 
five times, which is very often tile case 
the work of proving marriages is much 
more difficult.

Newport News, Va., 'April 7.—"We.are 


not even thinking about internment of 
the Prinz f^litel Friedrich now," declared 
Customs Collector Hamilton today after 
ho had waited expectantly throughout 
the night for the German cruiser to 
leave this port. 


As the collector spoke he was pre- 


paring to again visit the ship on orders 
from Washington, although ho had, bade 
farewell to Commander Thierichens and 
members of his staff last night. 


This declaration that the government 


was not at this time concerned with the 
mutter of internment of tha Prinz Eitcl 
was the first authoritative admission 
concerning the mysterious negotiations 
relating to the ship in many days.

Whether the de- 
fendants themselves nad any real hope of a verdict of different sort 
after they realized the network of evidence District Attorney Dailey 


drawn about them is seriously to be doubted. They must have 


themselves seen the handwriting on the wall and felt in the very 
air the certainty that the verdict would be one of conviction?" 


Naturally there will be motions for new trials, appeals and 


other legal artifices which skilled attorneys can bring to intervene 


."'in the interest |of their clients, but their efficacy in the present case 


remains to be seen. The twenty-seven who pleaded not guilty and 
protested their innocence of wrong-doing in the face of evidence of 
the most damning character must now join the eighty-nine others 
who admitted guilt and report to Judge Anderson, who, under the 
federal court practice, must determine the penalty to be meted out 
for their wrong-doing. It was the province of the jury to find on 
the question of guilt or innocence alone. 


The case attained unusual attention not alone by reason of the 


'despicable political crookedness and fraud perpetrated at the'elec- 
tion in Terre Haute, but from the fact that men of prominence—the 
mayor of the city, the judge of the circuit court and the sheriff of 
'the' county among them—were shown to have been ring leaders in 
the ruthless methods that halted at no extremity to accomplish de- 
sired'ends. -The revelations stunned by.their magnitude and by the 
audacity of the evil practices.

Not so many memorable battles took 


place in April ns in some other months 
but it was on the Oth and 7th of April 
in 1802, that the armies met at Shiloh 
and one of the bloodiest conflicts of 
the war was fought, the first in which 
very large bodies of troops were en- 
gaged. A wave of horror went over the 
country as the losses became gradually 
known, and the country carne'to know 
more emphatically than before 
war meant. New Orleans was captured 
on April 25, 1802, and tho-Tort Pillow 
massacre wns on April 12, 1804.

000 will goon bo spent by the war de-' 
pnxtment in continuing the 
improve- 


ment of river and harbor projects in 
and near Indian". This amount, au- 
thorized by the congress, is now avail- 
able, according to 
an 
announcement 


made, by tho chief of army engineers. 


Although only $130,000 is to be spent 


within the boundary lines of Indiana 
during the year, Indiana will share in 
the improvement work to be terried on 
in the Ohio and Calumet rivers. 


The $150,000 to he expended in Indi- 


ana is for the continuation of the har- 
bor improvement; project at 
Indiana 


Harbor. An appropriation of $3,840,000 
will bo spent in. improving the 
Ohio 


river. 
Of this amount $3,300,000 will 


be used in constructing locks and dams 
and $310,000 in open channel work. Tho 
item for the Calumet river is $22,000 
and the benefit to be derived by this 
•work \i"l be shared by Illinois and Indi- 
ana. 


All told $30,000,000 -will be expended 


during the next few months by the war 
department in river and harbor improve- 
ment work.

Washington. D. C., April .$.—Ouiml.' 


of tho department of labor arc discov- 
ering that a good many difficulties pre- 
sent themselves in connection wild tli» 
solution of the unemployment problem 
The work of solution is well in hand 
however, and it is expected that thi 
crop year 1015 will alfortl many oppor- 
tunities for the government to render 
important aid both to the employers o£ 
lahor and to those whom they employ. 


Special attention is being paid to the. 


situation in the runil districts, and 
that means much with relation to the 
wheat harvest. 
It has been estimated 


that not 25 per cent, of the men abso 
lutcly ueecssarv in the wheat belt at 
harvest, time could find 
employment 


there during tho rest of the year. More- 
over, it would be difficult for the farm- 
ers to calculate far in advance the ex- 
act number of men that would be re- 
quired to <ret in the crops. The result is 
that the officials in charge of the new 
federal employment bureau will be re- 
quired to iJcal with a great army of 
laborers, called to work for a short time 
and then compelled to disband, if the 
experience of former years is to be ro- 
•pcated at this time.
